Countian Goes to Wash­ 
ington to “See Cool­ 
idge” About Com­ 
pensation. 


A Civil W ar veteran’s single-hand­ 
ed efforts to secure an increase in his 
m onthly pension from the governm ent 
m ay culm inate su ccessfu lly, despite 
hardships and inconveniences he has 
been forced to undergo.

self-confessed 
. slayer of Trooper Francis L. H aley, 
j will go on trial Monday m orning be- 
j fore Judge Donald P. M cPherson in 
court here, charged with the murder 
I of a state police officer, on the Lincoln 
H ighway, near Graeffenburg Inn, last 
October. 
Hartm an confessed that he 
shot Trooper H aley, when the latter 
! sought to intercept him, as he was 
m aking his dash for liberty, after he 
J robbed the 
A bbottstow n 
sta te bank. 
Hartman 
confessed 
to 
the 
latter 
charge also, when he was apprehended 
in Reading, Pennsylvania, three days 
after the bank hold-up and the slaying 
i of Haley. 
O ccupying the sam e cell used by the 
last condemned man in Adams county, 
Hartman, face drawn, weary lines d e­ 
picting m any hours of mental torture, 
paces his cell floor, conscious of the 
strain that he w ill face when he is 
put on trial, and reiterating his dec­ 
laration that he “will not fight the 
■case,” despite the fact that the Com ­ 
monwealth has appointed an attorney 
to defend him. 
Since 
H artm an’s 
arrest, 
his six- 
month-old babe died and was buried, 
while the grief-stricken and repentant 
father pleaded for perm ission to a t­ 
tend the funeral. 
M other’s Death Follows 
H artm an hardly recovered his s e lf­ 
composure from the m ental-anguish 
induced by' the loss of hts newborn 
j babe, when his mother, seriously' ill 
at the time of his arrest, bed-ridden, 
, and given 
up 
by 
medical 
science, 
I passed aw ay, ignorant of the fa ct that 
her son aw aited 
trial 
for 
murder. 
' During all her long weeks o f illness, 
Hartm an’s m other, displaying a con- 
, fide nee that her son would return to 
her, satisfied that she would see her 
boy before she passed into the great 
( unknown and continually talking o f 
the day when her boy would com e to 
her in answ er to her prayers that she 
see 
him 
before 
she 
passed 
aw ay, 
evidenced a Ii Ye for a wayward son, 
such as can only be instilled by m other 
love. 
At her parting Mrs. Hartman stead­ 
fastly m aintained and reiterated her 
belief in her son ’s w elfare, believing 
, that he was in a distant city unable 
. to come to her, because of his work. 
And so 
on Monday, 
Philip 
A . 
, Hartm an, m ourning the loss o f his 
baby and his m other, w ill take his 
place in the historic court room of 
I G ettysburg beside his attorney and 
w ill silently wateh the proceedings, 
that will bring forth the demand from 
the Com m onwealth’s prosecutor that 
he pay the death penalty, w hile his 
attorney w ill plead with the jurors to 
save the life o f a 25-year-old young 
man, who, he 
will 
claim, killed 
a 
man, when he only m eant to put him 
“out of the w ay enough to stop him 
from pursuing m e.” 
“Never Meant To K ill” 
In his cell a fter his arrest, H art­ 
man talked freely to new spaperm en. 
He declared that he “never m eant to 
kill Haley. 
I'm sorry* it happened, 
but I was anxious to get aw ay and 
when he w anted me to stop, I just 
reached for m y revolver anti shot back 
a t him, intending only to wound him .” 
On ten previous occasions, since the 
Pennsylvania 
sta te police organiza­ 
tion was founded, ten 
men 
were 
charged with killing ten troopers and 
ten men paid the death penalty. This 
is the eleventh murder of a Penn­ 
sylvania trooper, and the 
eyes 
of 
Pennsylvania’s peace officers are on 
Gettysburg, aw aiting the verdict of 
the jurors that w ill either save H art­ 
m an’s life, or a verdict that w ill bring 
from the bench 
a sentence to death.
